RIYADH (AFP) - Secretary 
of State John Kerry insisted 
Monday that US ties with 
Saudi A'abia are "strategic 
and enduring even as differ¬ 
ences on Syria remained after 
a visit aimed at easing ten¬ 
sion. 

The tap US diplomat was 
hastily dispatched to Riyadh 
to patch tilings up after rare 
complaints from Riyadh over 
Washi ngt on's policies on 
Syria and Iran 

"Our relationship is strate¬ 
gic, it is enduring and it cov¬ 
ers a wide range" of issues, 
he told reporters as he wound 
up a visit, including a two- 
hour meeting with King Ab¬ 
dullah. 


He insisted the two allies 
agreed on the "goal in Syria". 

Tliere is no difference in 
our mutually agreed upon 
goal in Syria," Kerry told a 
joint news conference with 
Ins Saudi counterpart Prince 
Saud al-Faisal. 

He insisted Washington 
"will not stand idly by as (Syr¬ 
ian President Bashar al-} Assad 
continues to use weapons" 
against his own people 

But Prince Saud, while 
stressing the strength of ties 
with the United States, 
slammed the "international 
community's failure to stop 
the war against the Syrian 
people

ORANJESTAD - The gov¬ 
ernment has received the 
grateful news of the figures 
for October with respect to 
our cruise tourism Cruise 
touri sm has seen an increase 
of 63.1% for the month of 
October compared to the fig¬ 
ures of October 3012 Tins 
entails an increase of 17.399 
cruise passengers, reaching a 
total of 44 404 visitors com¬ 
ing to Aruba on cruises 

These figures are ex¬ 
tremely positive and indicates 
the work of all partners in¬ 
volved According to a study 
done by the University of 
Aruba, every visitor leaves 
about 130 to 170 dollars into 
our economy. With respect 
to 2013 they anticipate that 
we will have 100 thousand 
additional cruise visitors 
which represents 30 million 
extra into our economy. 

The increase is not only in 
cruise visitors. Cruise crew 
has also increased m October 
with 51.90%} which repre¬ 
sents 12 571 cruise crew 
more than in October 2012. 
Also, the number of port calls 
have increased to 6 and in¬ 
creasing to 13 to 24 calls 


Our island has seen an in¬ 
crease for the first 10 months 
of the year of 25.4% in cruise 
visitors and an increase of 
26.3% in cruise crew com¬ 
pared to last year The num¬ 
ber f calls also increased by 
274 which is an increase of 
30.5%.

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Defiant Morsi tells Egypt court 
to try 'coup* leaders 



CAIRO (AFP) - Egypt's de¬ 
posed president Mohamed 
Morsi appeared in court 
Monday on the Erst day of 
Ins trial far incitement to 
murder, rejecting its legiti¬ 
macy and demanding that 
"coup" leaders be prosecuted. 

In his first public appear¬ 
ance since the military top¬ 
pled him in July, Morsi was 
indignant and outraged in the 
makeshift courtroom at a po¬ 
lice academy in east Cairo, 
where Ins trial was adj ourned 
until January 8 

41 1 am Dr Mohamed Morsi, 
th e pre si dent o f the rep ub li c," 
the defiant Islamist told the 
Lourt. 

In the nearly three-hour 
hearing the judge heard re¬ 
quests from the defendants' 
lawyers, who demanded to 
see all the case files and be 
allowed to meet their clients 
privately. 

Morsi, held at a secret lo¬ 
cation since July 3, was then 
flown to Borg al-Arab prison 
outside Egypt's second city. 


Alexandria 

He and 14 ca-defendants 
are accused of inciting vio¬ 
lence and the murder of pro¬ 
testers outside the 
presidential palace in Decem¬ 
ber, charges that could lead to 
the death penalty or life in 
prison. 

Tli e I si ami st leader 
branded as criminal his over¬ 
throw after mass protests 
against his single year of tur¬ 
bulent rule 

"Tins was a military coup. 
The leaders of the coup 
should be tried. A coup is 
treason and a crime.' 

" l cannot accept far the ju¬ 
diciary to become a cover for 
the military coup,” he yelled. 
"I am here involuntarily, and 
through force." 

Morsi, wearing a dark 
blue suit, was brought by hel¬ 
icopter and then driven to the 
heavily fortified police acad¬ 
emy. 

State television showed 
Morsi smiling as he stepped 
out of a white van, buttoning 


his blue blazer and entering 
the dock to applause from fel¬ 
low defendants in white 
prison uniforms 

Judge Ahmed Sabry 
Youssef banned cameras and 
recording equipment. 

Morsi's supporters, bat¬ 
tered by a bloody and sweep¬ 
ing police crackdown, accuse 
the army-installed govern¬ 
ment of fabricating the 
charges against him 

They staged anti-mi lit ary 
relies across Cano, including 
outside the police academy 
where dozens brandished 
pasters of Morsi and signs 
bearing anti-military mes¬ 
sages 

Thousands also protested 
outside the constitutional 
court and some rallies were 
held m Alexandria. 

Morsi's trial is seen as a 
test for the new authorities, 
who have been accused of 
he avy -h and edn ess 

With more than 1,000 peo¬ 
ple killed since Morsi's aver¬ 
tin' ow and thousands of 
Islamists arrested, hopes for a 
political settlement are slim. 

"Morsi's insistence that he 
is still the legitimate presi¬ 
dent shows that he and most 
o f th e Mu slim Bra th erh o o d i s 
not ready to give up their le¬ 
gitimacy claim," said Shadi 
Hamid of the Brookings 
Doha Center think-tank. 

"Their stand is detached 
from the reality, but their de¬ 
fiance is noteworthy and 
could keep supporters ener¬ 
gised." 


Accord eludes Colombia 
peace negotiators 


HAVANA (AFP) - Negotia¬ 
tors in Colombian p eace talks 
here struggled Monday to 
clinch an agreement on how 
to reintegrate the FARC guer- 
nlla group into the country's 
political life. 

Government and rebel ne¬ 
gotiators worked through the 
weekend in hopes of resolv¬ 
ing the issue, but agreement 
remained elusive 

A FARC delegate, Ro¬ 
drigo Gran da, told reporters 
that the sides were still hard 
at work. 

"We are advancing, and 
we have advanced a lot," he 
said. 

After nearly a year of talks 
in Havana, negotiators have 
reached agreement on only 
one of five agenda paints -- 
howto approach land reform 
and rural development issues 
that lie at the root of Latin 
America's longest insur¬ 
gency. 


The current negotiating 
session was supposed to have

The government delega¬ 
tion headed by former vice 
president Humberto de la 
Calle made no comments to

President Juan Manuel 
Santas, who is running for re- 
election in 2014, has urged 
the FARC to acc elerate the 
talks, stressing the need for 
progress. 

Four previous attempts at 
a negotiated settlement of the 
near 50-year-old insurgency 
failed. 

The FAF.C, which is esti¬ 
mated to have about 8,000 
fighters under arms, has been 
fighting the state since 1954. 


UN warns of 
major rise in 
Syria w ar 
homeless 

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) 
- The United Nations 
warned Monday of a major 
rise in homeless numbers in 
Syria, and called for greater 
UN Security Council pres¬ 
sure to seek access to the 
war-stricken nation 

UN humanitarian chief 
Valerie Amo s told the coun¬ 
cil that 9.3 million people 
now need outside help to 
survive, up from 5.8 million 
in September, and 5.5 mil¬ 
lion are now homeless in¬ 
side the country, up from 
4.25 million. 

The United Nations esti¬ 
mates more than 2.2 million 
people have fled to neigh¬ 
boring countries and the fig¬ 
ure will be above three 
million by the end of the 
year.

Saudi Arabia expressed

Kerry reiterated that 
Washington apposes military 


intervention to end the 31- 
month conflict. 

"Absent a negotiated solu¬

"I think that's been made 
very, very clear, * he added. 

"Our hope is we can bring

MADRID (AFP) - A court on 
Monday impounded a luxury 
villa and other properties be¬ 
longing to the son-in-law of 
Spanish King Juan Carlos in a 
corruption case that has em¬ 
barrassed the royal family. 

The court in Mallorca or¬ 
dered the seizure Df properties 
owned by Inakt Urdangann, 
husband of the king s daughter 
Cnstuia, to cover a 6 1 million 
euro (iS 2 million) bond for 
lus liability in the case, it said 
in a written ruling. 

The court is investigating 
accusations that Urdangann, 
an ex-Olympic handball 
player, and Ins former business 
partner Diego Torres embez¬ 
zled six million euros m public 
funds 

Hie money was allegedly 


placed m the non-profit No os 
Institute, which Urdangann 
chaired from 2004 to 200d and 
of which Cristina was a board 
member, for it to organise 
sports events. 

In a separate case, the judge 
investigating the allegations, 
Jose Castro, has also ordered 
the tax office to examine 
Cristina's financial affairs. 

The three deny any wrong¬ 
doing and have not been for¬ 
mally charged with any crime. 
Cristina is not a formal suspect 
in the so-called Noos case 

The scandal has neverthe¬ 
less plunged Juan Carlos's 
family into its worst popularity 
cnsis in In s neariy fb ur-d ecade 
reign, sharpening scrutiny of 
the royals as Spain suffers 
from five yeas of economic 


turmoil. 

The list of homes, garages 
and other buildings detailed in 
Monday’s ruling included Ur- 
dangarm's share of a luxury 
villa which he owns with 
Cristina m Barcelona 

It also included properties 
Df companies owned by the 
couple and Torres and was 
aimed at covering the court 
bond imposed on both men 
Juan Carlos won respect for 
lus role in Spam's transition to 
democracy after the death of 
the dictator Francisco Franco 
in 1975 

But the Nods scandal, 
which erupted in late 2011, has 
since combined with his health 
problems to raise debate about 
the king's future

Sleep helps brain stay fit by clearing waste 


WAS HI N GTO N (AFP) - Like 
a janitor sweeping the lialls 
after the lights go out, major 
changes occurm the bran dur¬ 
ing sleep to flush out waste and 
ward off disease, researchers 
said. 


The res ear di in the journal 
Science offers new answers to 
explain why people spend a 
third of their lives asleep and 
may help m treating dementia 
and other neurological disor¬ 
ders. 


Ini ah experiments on mice, 
researchers observed how cel¬ 
lular waste was flushed out via 
tiie brain's blood vessels into 
the body's circulatory system 
and eventually the liver. 

These waste products in¬ 


cluded amyloid beta, a protein 
tliat when accumulated is a 
driver of Alzheimer's disease 
In order to help remove the 
waste, cerebral spinal fluid is 
pumped through brain tissue 
The process is sped along 


during sleep because the 
brain's cells shrink by about 6 D 
percent, allowing the fluid to 
move faster and more freely 
through the brain 

The whole operation takes 
place in what researchers call 
the glymphatic system which 
appears to be nearly 10 times 
more active during sleep than 
while awake

Mass spy programmes threaten 
freedom of expression: Snowden 


BERLIN (AFP) - US intelli¬ 
gence leaker Edward Snowden 
says mass secret service sur¬ 
veillance poses a tlireat to free¬ 
dom of expression and open 
society, m a text published in a 
German news magazine Sun¬ 
day. 

Snowden, who faces crimi¬ 
nal charges in the US for leak¬ 
ing top-secret, documents about 
tire US National Security 
Agency's (NS A) activities, 
said systematic snooping was 
a global problem that needed 
global solutions 

"Such programmes are not 
only a threat to privacy, they 
threaten also freedom of ex¬ 
pression and open societies," 
he wrote in the text which ap¬ 
peared m German in Der 
Spiegel magazine. 

"The existence of espionage 



technology must not determine 
politics," he said, adding there 
was a moral duty to see that 
laws and values limit surveil¬ 
lance programmes and protect 
human rights 


Entitled "A manifesto for die 
truth", the news weekly said 
the former NS A contractor 
wrote die piece on November 1 
m Moscow and it was sent to 
Spiegel's offices via an en- 
ciypted channel 
Media reports based on 
Snowden's disclosures of wide¬ 
spread US surveillance - in¬ 
cluding eavesdropping on 
nearly three dozen foreign 
leaders -- have strained Wash¬ 
ington's ties with key allies 
"Anyone pronouncmg the 
truth is committing no come," 
Snowden wrote 
He also said that initially 
some governments who, he 
said, had felt "unmasked" by 
the spying revelations had ini¬ 
tiated 'an unprecedented perse¬ 
cution campaign" in a bid to 
quash debate 

But, he said, debate was now 
taking place worldwide 

German lawmaker Hans- 
Clmstian Stroebele, of the op¬ 
position Green party met 
Snowden at a secret io cation in 
Moscow Thursday after leaked 
classified documents indicated 
that the NSA had tapped the 
pliDiie of German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel for several 
years, 

Stroebele told reporters in 
Berlin Friday that Snowden 
was willing to speak to the 
German authorities about the 
NSA's activities.

J&J fined $2.2 bn for 
faulty drug claims, 
kickbacks 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Global health-care giant John¬ 
son & Johnson will pay more 
than $2.2 billion to settle alle¬ 
gations that it fraudulently pro¬ 
moted drugs and used 
kickbacks to promote their 
sales, the Justice Department 
said Monday. 

In one of the largest health¬ 
care fraud settlements m US 
history, J&J's criminal and 
civil fine covers allegations die 
company marketed Risperdal 
and other prescription drugs 
for uses not approved as safe 
and effective by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA),, 
the department sard. 

Tlie settlement further cov¬ 
ers kickbacks J&J allegedly 
pad to physiciais and pharma¬ 
cies for prescribing and pro¬ 
moting those drugs. 

The actions resulted in mil¬ 
lions of dollars paid under 
Me die ad, the government 
health-insurance program for 
low-income and disabled peo¬ 
ple, causing lasses to both the 
federal aid state governments 

J&J is to pay $435 million m 
criminal fines and forfeiture 
aid a total of $1 12 billion in 
civil settlements with the fed¬ 
eral government aid states. 

J&J unit Janssen Pharma- 
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ceuhcals admitted it had pro¬ 
moted Rrsperdai for unap¬ 
proved treatment of elderly 
dementia patients and will pay 
a total of $4 DO million, includ¬ 
ing a criminal fine of' $334 
million and forfeiture of $66 
million. Jans sen's guilty plea 
requires approval by the US 
district court. 

in separately filed civil com¬ 
plaints, the government al¬ 
leged that J&J and Janssen 
promoted Risperdal and In- 
vega, a newer antipsychotic 
drug, to doctors - and to nurs¬ 
ing homes -- as a way to con¬ 
trol behavioral disturbances m 
elderly dementia patients, chil¬ 
dren, and the mentally dis¬ 
abled 

Tlie civil settlement also re¬ 
solves allegations that J&J and 
Janssen paid kickbacks to Om¬ 
ni care, the nation's largest 
pharmacy specializing in dis¬ 
pensing drugs to nursing home 
patients. 

In 2009, Omni care paid $9S 
million to resolve its civil liabil¬ 
ity for claims that it accepted 
kickbacks from J&J and 
Janssen. 

In addition, tlie civil settle¬ 
ment announced Monday re¬ 
solved all egaaous tliat J&J and 
another subsidiary, Set os, 
caused false claims to be sub¬ 
mitted to federal health care 
programs for the heart failure 
drug Natrecor 

Sods allegedly marketed die 
drug for off-label uses Intended 
for patients with severe heart 
failure, it was given to patients 
with less severe heart issues 
over weeks and months. 

As pail of the global settle¬ 
ment, J&J must undertake a 
major overhaul of its pharma¬ 
ceutical business over five 
years supervised by tlie Health 
and Human Services inspector 
general 


BlackBerry scraps search for 
buyer, ousts CEO 



OTTAWA (AFP) - BlackBerry 
abandoned hopes of finding a 
buyer, and instead pegged its 
future on a $1 billion cash in¬ 
fusion as it shook up top man¬ 
agement Monday and named a 
new chief executive 

The Waterloo, Ontario- 
based company's announce¬ 
ment comes two and a half 
months after its largest share¬ 
holder Fairfax Financial Hold¬ 
ings Inc. offered to buy tlie rest 
of the business and take it pri¬ 
vate. 

Fairfax instead will invest 
$ 1 billion in a private place¬ 
ment, and Fairfax boss Prem 
Watsa will become lead direc¬ 
tor of BlackBerry. 

BlackBerry chief executive 
Thorsten Hems meanwhile 
will step down after only 22 
months on die job, and will be 
replaced on an interim basis by 
longtime technology executive 
John Chen, a statement said 

BlackBerry had announced 
in August after a dismal year 
that it was lo oking for a suito r, 
among other strategic options. 

Social network Facebook, 
Chinese computer maker 
Lenovo and investment firm 
Cerberus backed by two 
BlackBerry founders as well as 
chip maker Qualcomm report¬ 
edly kicked the tires, hut no 
deals were reached by Mon¬ 
day's deadline. 

Chen, a former head of the 
software firm Sybase, said he 
looked forward to steering 
BlackBeiry through its "turn-

McCoy, 39, took his career 
rally to 3,993 with a double at 
Kemp ton, south-west of Lon¬ 
don, on Monday courtesy of 
victories for Captain Cutter 
and Foundation Man. 

Now two more successes at. 
Exeter, where he rode Jus first 
British winner on Chickabiddy 
on September 7, 1994, would 
see him rewrite the record 
books once again 


When Stan Mellor became 
the first jump jockey to ride 
1,000 winners in 1971, his feat 
was considered astounding 
Yet Mellor's record was sub¬ 
sequently broken by John 
Francome (1133 wins), Peter 
Scudamore (1673) and 
Rr ch ard Dunwo o dy (1,699). 

But none has a record to 
compare to that of McCoy 
Assessing his prospects of 
making more racing history at 
Exeter, McCoy said Tuesday 
"1 wouldn't say they are good 
chances Flemenson is proba¬ 
bly die best one." 

Tire J onj o ON all - tram e d 
Flemenson bids to make it two 
wins from two races over 
fences m the opening novice 
hurdle at the Devon venue, 
while McCoy also rides Keen 
Eye in a similar event and 
Well Hello There, also trained 
by O'Neill -- for whom he rode 
Ins only Grand National win¬ 
ner on Don't Push it in 2010 - 
- in a handicap chase. 

Although there are jockeys 
m major racing nations with 
more winners to their name, 
they tend to be flat-race spe¬ 
cialists, whose careers are gen¬ 
erally longer and who are at 
far less risk of injuring diem- 
selves through heavy falls than 
those who ride over fences 
such as McCoy.
